His Arrival and Keception at 
New York. 


An Interview With the Agitator Upon 
His Mission to America. 


His Trip to be Extended to St. Louis, the 
City of Sympathy—The Re- 
lief Movement. 


Welcoming Parnell. 

New York, January 2.—Melville E. Stone, 
Jno. E. Finnerty and J. J. Fitzgibbon, of 
Chicago, united with the local committee this 
morning, and, boarding a United States reve- 
nue cutter, steamed to the steamer Scythia 
and gave a welcome to Charles Stewart Par- 
nell, the Irish land reform agitator, in the 
name of the Northwestern States, which rep- 
resent ina great measure the farming and 
producing interests of our couutry. The New 
York committee also presented an address of 
welcome. 

PARNELL’S REPLY. 

Mr. Parnell, replying to the addresses, 
poke as follows: ‘*I regret that my power of 
lan guage is not suflicient to convey to you my 
appreciation of the kindness and honor that 
you have done me in meeting me this morn- 
ing. I feel indebted to you, individually 
and collectively. It bas always been a great 
pleasure tome to come tothe United States ci 

America. JI could have wisheu that the cir- 
cumstances attending our native land were of

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FAIR WOMEN. 


Thoughts Widely Gathered of Interest to 
Them—A Peep into the New World 
of French Fashions. 


Le Lion’s Establishment—Tbhe Romance 
of the Mails—Marriage in England— 
Womenin the Halls of Congress— 
Black Costumes—Purple. 


In the fancy that prevails for colored cos- 
tumes black short suits are by no means aban- 
doned, but the love of color compels them to 
pe brightened by combining them with tapes- 
try or with satin de Lyon or brocade. Per- 
haps the most favorite visiting toilettes of the 
winter are still black, but they are no longer 
of one fabric only. If brocade all black is 
used, it forms the coat-shaped basque and the 
flat front breadth, or else it appears as nar- 
row side gores. while the front and back dra- 
peries are of plain faille, or else satin de 
Lyon, but even for such dresses some folds of 


cardinal red or salmon silk will edge the bo- 
som d nd the cuff, while on black satin 
toilette eis a single great rosette of red 


satin holding up the black paniers, or drawing 
them back from the top of the tapestry 
breadths that form the front and sides of the 


costume. lor rich black costumes 
the skirt coat is almost universal, and this is 
nearly always enlivenea by a few—not many— 
very large and richly colored buttons; thus if 
the garment is duuble-breasted, six or eight 
buttons ure formed in two rows in front, a 
single button is on the outside seam of the 
sleeves at the wrist, and two buttons detine 
the waist line inthe back: if small gilt and 
cashmere buttons are used, they are put in 
two rows down the back seam below the waist 
line. The skirts of such dresses have flat 
fronts Without an apron, and very bouffant 
back drapery without paniers. The flat look 
may be given by a narrow front breadth of the 


brocade with revers on the side gores, 
or else two straight pieces of brocade 


showing satin facing on the edge are made to 
meet the middle of the front, and simular 
side gores lap again on the front gore. Some- 
times the low sash already described is knot- 
ted across such breadths, and the foot may 
have a bunch of pleating, or else the long, 
tongue- like points that are seen on many of 
Worth’s dresses, but usually the edges are 
straight, the corners square, and everything 
is done to avoid the wrinkled apron effects 
thhat are still so popular in other designs, 
The back drapery for dresses with 
flat fronts consists of two full 
single breadths with straight facing on 
the sides and edges, held in very irreg- 
ular drapery, and covering the entire back. 

A desien almost directly opposite to this 1s 
used for skirts of the cloth costumes which 
are now the favorite woolen walking dresses. 
Instead of doubling the back, thefront of 
these skirts is doubled by an apron drapery 
and the back is plain but very full. The front 
and side gores are very narrow and are finish- 
ed at the foot by a narrow box-pleating that 
peeps out below the edge; a short, fully 
wrinkled apron drapes the upper breadths, 
and is gathered into the second side seam, 
where it disappears. The back breadth is 
then straight and the full width of the double 
Width cloth, gauged below the belt. and en- 
tirely without drapery. The waist is an Eng- 
lish skirted coat, or else this shape is used for 
the outside garment, Which covers a plain, 
short, close-titting jockey basque. 

PURPLE. 

Purple, mauve and lavender shades, that 
have been left to old ladies for many years, 
are fast being restored to favor. The purple 
shades used are not the dark invisible plum- 
colors lately worn, but the blue-purple known 
formerly as royal or as Humboldt purple. It 
is made yery handsome this winter by con- 
trasting it with gray shades, such as are seen 
in the fashionable otter and chinchilla furs, 
and also with silver-gyay plush or the sinooth- 
er satin antique. 

A purple satin costume sent out by Worth 
has a wide border of sea-otter on the skirt. 
and the coat has a deep collar and cuffs of the 
fur. A dark purplecloth suit has a vest, 
panels and border of gray plush, with a plush 
turban trimmed with purple ostrich tips. A 
bonnet of light purple velvet or of satin an- 
tique is very stvlish for wearing with black 
dresses, as Well as with a costume of thesame 
color. 

LE LION’S ESTABLISHMENT. 

The following extract is taken from a recent 
letter to the New Orleans VPicayuue from 
Gamma, its Paris correspondent: I have 
been to see the household and kitchen furni- 
ture of Le Lion. It was not worth the trou- 
ble except as an insight into the life led by 
the fast women of Louis Philippe’s day. What 
strides with seven-league boots the luxury of 
this class of women has made since 1852!

Her 
greatest luxury was her dining-room: its 
glass, porcelain und silver—her plate is 
valued at $20,000 — were perfection. 
ler furniture was comfortable, nothing 
more, and well worn, Which 


showed she cherished old associations, The 
publhe were astonished to see that she had no 
pictures better than daubs, and no books. 
The fast women make ita point of vanity to 
have large libraries of splendidly-bound books, 
Which they rightly think are charming orna- 
ments for walls. It was noticed that her bed- 
chamber was hung with black satin, and its 
furniture with the same material. Experts 
commended this color as most judiciously 
chosen to palliate the ravages of many years. 
1 should have thought that the funereal 
appearance of the bed-chamber would 
have prompted every visitor who 
knew her years to exclaim: »At last!’ Es- 
ther Guimont (this was the name of LeLion) 
had all her life long preferred the company of 
artists and literary men to that of people who 
had no recommendation but their purse. You 
see she Was as old-fashioned as her furniture.

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ELECTRIC LIGHT STOCK. 


Advancing in Ten Days from $1,000 to 
$4,800 Per Share of $100. 
[From the New York Sun! 

The stock of the Edison Electric Light Com- 
pany is divided into 5,000 shares, whose par 
value is S100 each. This makes the nominal 
capital $300,000, A great majority of the stock 
is held, it is said, by not more than ten 
men. 

Mr. Norvin Green, president of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, is also president 
of the Edison Electric Light Company. Cal- 
vin Goddard is its secretary and Mr. Grosvenor 
I. Lowrey is its counsel. The company has 
bought of Mr. Edison the right to iatroduce 
and continue his invention throughout the 
Western Hemisphere. What price he was 
paid has not been made known. It is said 
that he has reserved half of the right in Eng- 
land. The right on the European continent 
has been sold separately. Officers of the com- 
pany in New York say that Edison has been 
well taken care of in the contract made with 
him. 

The tirst reportable sales of the stock have 
been made within the past few days by Kirk- 
land & Milliken, brokers, of 47 William street. 
Mr. E. W. Saportas, amemberof that firm, 
says that on the day before Christmas five 
shares were offered at $1,350 a share, and that 
on Tuesday last the firm sold two share at 
S 3. 000 a share and on Saturday one shares ut 
$5,500. Since that time bids have been made 
as high as $5,500, butthe stock is held above 
that price. 

Mr. Saportas says that there have been 
some fifty or sixty persons in his offices since 
Christmas to make inquiries. Those who 
actually bought the stock apparently bought 
it to hold it, and not as a mere speculation. 
One purchaser, he said, is a solid and conser- 
vatwe merchant. 

If,“ Mr. Saportas continued, “after Mr. 
Edison makes his illumination at Menlo Park, 
the shares should goupin market value to 
$10,000, and that is the value at which most of 
the present holders rate them now, the 
figures would not be extravagant. For ex- 
ample, in New York city and Brooklyn alone 
there is $50,000,000 invested in gas stocks. 
Now the Edison Company would hold a fran- 
chise not only over New. York. and Brooklyn, 
but over all the ‘cities and towns 
in North and South America. it would be 
able to pay interest on the increased value of 
the stock, which would in that case be only 
50,000,000, the same as that of the gas plant 
in New York and Brooklyn. Wehold only a 
few shares and there are very few in the mar- 

. 

Another reporter says: Ten days ago the 
shares were quoted at $1,000 each, the par 
value being $100; on Friday one share was sold 
for $2,500; on Saturday two shares sold at 
$5,000 each and one for $3,300, and yesterday 
one share was sold at $3.500. Five and ten 
share lots are held at $4,800 and $5,000 per 
share.’

A YOUNG DUKE. 


The Lad of 22 Who Has Sud- 
denly Become a Duke With 120,000 
Pounds Sterling a Year. 

From the London World, December 17. 

It is an inestimable advantage for the future 
possessor of the purse of Fortunatus, when 
supplemented by the highest dignities of the 
peerage, to have had the training of a simple 
commoner. This has only fallen to the lot of 
three Dukes of the United Kingdom. His 


Grace of Bedford was plain Mr. Russel!; the 
Duke of Devonshire was unadorned Mr. Cav- 
endish when he became second wrangler at 
Cambridge; and the new Duke of Portland 
was, a fortnight ago, Lieut. Cavendish Ben- 
tinck, of the Coldstream Guards. In uone of 
these cases was the inheritance of the family 
honors a surprise. In each the fortunate indi- 
vidual bad some reason to congratulate him- 
self on not being born actually in ths pur- 
ple. Tue wonder in this country is not that 
so small, but tbat so large a percentage of 
the titled aristocracy ri-e superior to the en- 
ervitipg and mischievous condition of their 
station. From the first dawn of conscious- 
ness the heir to a peerage is pursued by para- 
sites and toadies. The atmosphere which he 
breathes is impregnated with the mean in- 
cenee of adulation. At the public 
school, —that is, as it used to be 
twenty-five years ago—there was a chance of 
his realizing the fact that he was of the same 


clay as his commoner  fellow-creatures. 
But. even thus the wholesome 
lessons of the playing fields 


were forgotten in the pernicious intervals of 
holiday. and the subsequent air of homage 
which he inhaled at the university or on his 
first introduction to the great world. Nothe- 
ing that could be done to paralyze his moral 
nature andto stunt his intellectual growth 
was omitted. He was brought up o wor- 
ship himself and to despise others. As the 
world gets more civilized, it gets more and 
more steeped in snobbishness: and snobbish- 
ness is not only a deformity in itself, it 
causes deformity and prevents the free play 


of the human nature in others. ‘To a great 
extent future Dukes and Earls. who com- 


mence life as unadorned commoners, gain im- 
munity from the demoralizing ordeal. This 
is due, not to the self-respect of those by 


whom they are surrounded, but 
to their lack of imagination. 


Their attendants and companions are theoret-- 
ically aware that some day or other they wil! 
be elevated to the rank of hereditary legisla- 
tors; but as yet it seems a long way off. It is 
at best but a contingency. and the sluggish 
mind of the multitude wants something more 
striking than this toimpress it. The satellite 
may be there quite ready to fall down and 
worship; but then the object of his adoration 
isonlya plain Mr.“ He is not the son of 
the great Panjandrum himself; he is not even 
the nephew. l'erhaps he is only a second or 
a third cousin. His interest in a high place 
in the book of Burke, however assured it may 
be, suggests itself as only reversionary, 

A young duke is naturally an attractive fiz- 
ure to the popular imagination, more éspec- 
ially when he leaps to the fullsplendor of his 
position from a comparatively humble estate. 
The new proprietor of Welback Abbey will 
not, Mdeed, enter into the entire kingdom 
over Which his predecessor reigned supreme 
and invisible, but he will have enough to 
make him one of the stx greatest nobles in the 
realm and to emphasize the contrast between 
the two lots which he will have experienced. 
Had the unhappy Marquis of Hastings grown 


to man’s estate rsa commoner, it is likeiy 
enough that he would have never 
gone to such tragic and irremediable 
grief. As a boy, he had rood 


tendencies and fair intelligence. But his life 
irom childhood upwards was the record of 
the easy victim of pimps and parasites, flatter- 
ing knaves and fawning adventurers. At the 
ave of twenty-two a man’s moral constitution 
is, like his physical, more or lessset. IIe is

n wiate. Nevertheless, 
whether the golden transformation scene be 


witnessed soon or late, it is an anxious and 
exciting moment. The young man goes to 
bed at night witha balance at his bankers’ 
just sufficient at the best to pay his outstand- 
ing debts.

The semi-ofticial announcement was made 
to-day, by a prominent officer of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company, that some time early 
inthe spring, soon after the annual meeting 
in March, there would bean increase in the 
wages of the employes of the corporation, 
from the highest tothe lowest. Talking of 
the proposed increase, the gentleman said: 
At the present time the Pennsylvania road 


is doing a very large business, but 
it is at very low rates. The 
cause of this lies in the fact that 


the steel mills and iron furnaces on the line of 
the road have contracts on hand taken when 
prices were small. Things have risen since 
the contracts were in band, and the iron and 
steel men come to the railroad authorities and 
ask low rates so as to help them out in their 
contracts. There are so many concerns in the 
same predicament that the Pennsylvania eom- 
pany cannot do otherwise than accommodate 
its customers. As soon as these old contracts 
are worked off, which will be in a short time, 
there will be an increase in the rate of freights, 
proportionate to the increase in the price of 
iron and steel. Itis on the basis ef this in- 
crease in the 293 of the company that the 
wages are to be raised. Just how much is not 
Known, ?? S 8 | 

Since 1873 the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany has reduced the wages of its emplores 
about twenty-five percent from the rate of 
compensation paid at the former date. It is 
making preparations to expend about $3,- 
GO0O,000 in an elevated railroad inthis eity: 
also to build a new road to Norristown from 
this city; a distance of about twenty miles, 
and also to expend about $2,000,000 in im- 
provements about Jersey City and Ilarsimus 
Cove. ‘The oflicers claim that if they increase 
the wages of the employes of their road, it 
will compel the New York Central, Erie and 
all the other great trunk lines to do the same 
thing. Therefore, it is believed that when 
the increase is announced for the Pennsyiva- 
nia Company it will be simultaneous on the 
roads named above.

Silver gray dresses, embroidered with 
shades of leaf brown, darker gray and fine 
gold thread,are superb as worn with clouds of 
costly fine lace. 

Nobes de chambre of scandalous magnifi- 
cence for business-following New Yorkers are 
shown at Stewart’s. One is of black satin 
brocaded with large bouquets of roses in nat- 
ural colors. Another of oriental damask in 
palins and shawi figures. A bright lining 
would have made this too gorgeous for any- 
thing less than a padishah, and sober brown 
satin grec is used instead. A mouse-colored 
brocade with brilliant bouquets has gray 
cords and linings. A robe of slate-colored 
faille has revers and cuffs of red and gola da- 
mask and nacarat lining. All the linings are 
quilted in long diamonds in the back, with 
borders of waved or straight quilting in front: 
the cuffs quilted in fancy patterus with three 
or four straight rows next the edge. 

The Victoria Jersey, brought out by an 
English maker, is woven to fit the figure per- 
fectly without seams, darts or gussets of any 
kind. This garment has to be put on before 
the hair is dressed, asthe neck is not large 
enough to get the puffs and frizettes of a 
coiffure through without ruin. It is cleverly 
woven of pure wool, in myrtle green and 
navy blue, made high to the throat with acol- 
lar, cuffsand bands about the hips of web- 
bing, like the tops of stockings. The process 
of getting out of a Jersey is best described as 
peeling, '' but the habit is warm and shows 
a good figure to perfection. ‘The motto of 
the English press in remarking onthe new 
fashion is appropriate, that ‘*// faut soujgrir 
pour etre belle.”

Last Hours of the Eccentric American 
Nobleman. 
From the New York Sun, 3I1st ult. 

For the past two years the Count had been 
a constant sufferer from kidney complaints. 
Lately he had been greatly enfeebled by the 
disease, but he could not be persuaded to 
stay in his room, or to take proper medical 
treatment. On Christmas, day he accepted an 
invitation to dine with Mr. Fairbanks, in his 
home in Jersey City, and in the afternoon he 


called, according to appointment. at the 
West Side Hotel to escort Miss Fairbanks to 
her father’s. He complained of feeling un- 
well, and his pupil, who had herself been 
indispoesd during the day, asked him to sit 
down andread to her. She gave him a vol- 
ume of Shakspeare, and he turned to the 
play of ‘‘Macbeth.’’ As he read, all his old en- 
ergy returned, and he declaimed the stirring 
passages with his customary strength and 
skill. He read the play through, but with 
the last lines his powers filed nim. Fling- 
ing the book from bim, he exclaimed: 1 
can read no more to- night.“ 

Miss Fairbanks begged him to allow her to 
help bim to a bed in the adjoining room, and 
this he at first positively refused to do. But as 
he grew Worse he was at length persuaded to 
make the change, and with Miss Fairbanks’ 
assistance he was placed intne bed from 
which he never arose. IIIis pupil sat by him 
all that night, and in the morning, although 
he seemed somewhat better, she summoned 
Dr. Putnam of 255 Fourth avenue. The Doe- 
tor declined to giveany decided opinion as 
to the result of the Count’s illness. He 
prescribed medicines, however, which, with 
some difticulty, the patient was induced to 
take. 

The Count Was very restless,and every night 
an opiate was given him, but, for the most 
part, without any very satisfactory result. Dr. 
Putnam visited him every day, and found him 
gradually weaker. At 2o’clock on Sunday 
afternoon, however, when the Doctor ealled, 
he found what seemed to be a marked change 
for the better.” That night the Count took an 
Opiate, as usual, and rested well. In the 
morning he seemed decidedly improving, but 
even be expressed grave doubts of bis recov- 


ery. Toward night he began tosink rap- 
idly. The opiate had no effect, and 


on Tuesday morning, after a sleepless night, 
it was evident that the end was not far off. 
The Connt bad eaten nothing since Christmas 
Day, his stomach refusing to retain nourish- 
ment, but now he asked for a little farina jel- 
ly. It was given him, and he ate about two 
tablespoonfuls. 

The sufferer’s restlessnes was intensifiedand 
be frequently raised himself in bed and thung 
the clothes from him. As often as he did so. 
Miss Fairbanks, who was his sole attendant, 
replaced them carefully. She asked him 
whetber he wanted to cateb cold and die.

But I don't think there is any 
danger of my catching cold. It is so warm 1 
can’t bear it. i 

Miss Fairbanks was utterly prostrated by 
long watching and anxiety, and was soon 
asleep; but before she had been unconscious 
for balf an hour, she was aroused by the rattle 
that bad alarmed her before, clearer and more 
ominous, in the Count’s throat. It was almost 
dark. As she ran tothe bedside the expres- 
sion of the patient’s face assured her that 
death was closeat hand. She hastily called 
the waiter, and the man coming in looked at 
the Count, and told her that there was noth- 
ing unusual the matter with him. She was 
nervous, he said, and had better take some 
rest. 

Suddenly the Count opened his eyes, and 
seeing his pupil weeping at the bedside, put his 
hand from under the clothes, took hers and 
gently pressed it, but said nothing.

the forfeit with his life. Subsequently, however, 
he became calmer and more tractable, and 
passed histime hour after hour walking up 
and down in his room. wailing, Herbert 
will be hanged! Herbert will be hanged! and 
I can’t save him!“ The mania finally assum- 
ed a form so violent that medical interference 
became necessary, and the young man was 
removed to a private asylum in Middletown, 
where be remained for several months under 
medical treatment. He has recently returned 
to his father’s house convalescent, but appar- 
“ently without recoliection of the tragic epi- 
sode, which is never mentioned in his pres- 
ence. The young man is described as a per- 
son of fine intellectual capacity, and is known 
in the musical world as the composer of a num- 
ber of popular songs.

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The Total Solar Eclipse in California 
January 11. 

From the San Francisco Bulletin, December 24.) 

There are doubtless some residents of San 
Francisco who will make a trip to see the 
phenomena of the total solar eclipse of Sun- 
day, January 11, 1880. To such are offered the 
following suggestions as to the easiest means 
of reaching the path of totality: 

Leave San Francisco by rail for Soledad, say 
onthe preceding Saturday. The passenger 
will reach Soledad at5 p. m. Thencea stage 
goes through to Paso Robles that night. But, 
if conveyance can be had the next day, remain 
at Soledad over night, as itis betterto go out 
on tbe road southward about thirteen or 
tifteen miles (nearly to Abbott and Boswell’s 
ranch) where the central line of the eclipse 
crosses the Salinas Valley. As the sun will 
be about eleven degrees high at the time of 
totality, there is no fear of the coast moun- 
tains cutting off the view. The local time of 
the commencement of the eclipse is about 2h. 
45m., and of the totality oh. 55 S-4m. The 
time of total observation is 55 1-2 seconds for 
the center of the path in that locality. The 
sun sets with moon’s shadow still slightly in- 
denting the sun’s upper limb. 

This total eclipse is the last that will be vis- 
ible in any part of the West during this cen- 
tury. The next will oceur on the 20th of May, 
1800, and probablv few of the old argonauts 
will be able to see it. 

It is said that Robert Neal Paine, of Boston, 
will endeavor to reach this coast to witness 
the eclipse, he having observed nearly every 
eclipse inthe United States since the com- 
mencement of the century. 

From San Francisco Professor Davidson 
wWillitske a coast survey party to the Santa 
Lucia Mountains, about thirty miles south- 
ward of Monterey, if the season will permit 
traveling overa country partly destitute of 
roads. Besides the smaller instruments of the 
survey, he will carry a six-and-a-haif ineh 
equatorial with which to define any notable 
discovery.

LIVING WITHOUT EATING. 


A Minneapolis Man Who Says He Can 
Do So. 
[From the New York Times. | 
Dr. Wm. A. Hammond, of this city, has 
been challenged to put his theories about the 
ability of a human being to live any length of 
time without physical nourishment to a pub- 
lie test. The challenge has been made through 
a Minnesota paper by a Dr. H. S. Tanner, of 


Minneapolis, who offers himself as the sub- 
ject of the test. Dr. Tanner claims to be 
able to live in comfort without food 
for at least thirty days, and that he has 
twice publicly submitted to a test 
each time maintaining life, consciousness, 
health and the ability to take physical exer- 
cise, although totally abstaining from food for 
the extraordinary period of forty-two days. 
He asserts that Dr. Hammond is all wrong in 
his published opinions about the power of the 
human system to endure long fasts. About 
two years ago Miss Mollie Fancher, of Brook- 
lv, attracted public attention by her elaim to 
be a fasting girl,“ and to 133 powers of 
‘*second — Dr. ammond prob- 
ably derided the claims made 
for the girl, and offered her 
a reward of $1,000 if she would make a suc- 
cessful attempt under his supervision to sub- 
stantiate them. The challenge was not ac- 
cepted, and the Fancher case dropped out of 
sight. The girl’s friends, however, have 
continued to maintain that she does possess 
the extraordinary powers claimed, and to in- 
sist that Dr. Hammond acted disingenuously, 
because, as they say, he must have known 
that on the grounds of deceney she was 
compelled to refuse to allow her ev- 


ery movement to be closely watched by 
um and a number of other men, 
for thirty days. Dr. Tanner comes forward 


now and announces that he has no objection 
to being watched during the ordealhe pro- 
poses for himself by as many men as may be 
selected for the purpose. He does not want 
to win the $1,000; he does not want to make 
any money out of the affair; hesays he merely 
offers himself, in the interest of science, asa 
living proof of the fallacy of Pr. Hammond’s 
views. He says he will pay his own expenses 
toand from New York, and while here, if 
desired. and makes only a single condition 
in the whole offer, namely. that there shall 


be secured for bim suitable apart- 
ments while he s&s engaged in the fast. That 


promised, he offers to do without food for the 
period of thirty days; to place himself wholly 
under the care and supervision of any man or 
number of men that may be selected, and to 
allow the experiment to be conducted either 
publicly or privately. Dr. Tanner says he re- 
peatediy made the above proposition to Dr. 
Hammond, who did not answer him. He 
then wrote to Dr. J. R. Buchanan, of this 
city, and bad dim make the proposition. This 
Dr. Buchanan did twice without vetting a re- 
sponse. Dr. Tanner then made the challenge 
through the Minneapolis Pioneer-Press, and 
Bad it republished in New York yesterday. 

A reporter of the Times called upon Dr. 
Hammond last evening, and showed him a 
copy of the challenge. Ile said: ‘**l never 
claimed, underany circumstances, that it was 
impossible for a human being to live without 
food for thirty days. There are over a dozen 
well-authenticated cases of persons living 
forty days and over without food. Men have 
been confined in coal mines and lived at least 
thirty days without food. Men have lived with- 
out food. more than thirty days while buried 


inavalanches. Insane persons have lived 
vithout food for even longer terms. So have 


hystericalwomen. I did not make the pro- 
position in the Fancher case as Dr. Tanner 
states did. It was claimed that the girl 
could read the contents of a sealed envelope 
besides living a great number of days without 
food, drink, or sleep. From these claims I 
knew she was a fraud, and | offered her $1,- 
000 if she would read for me and in my pres- 
ence the contents of a sealed envelope. That 
was the offer. If Dr. Tanner, whose name 
does not ocecur in the Medical Directory of 
Minnesota. can do What he 
proposes, I shall be glad to witness it and te 
certify to it. But as to denying anything in 
nature outside of mathematics, I certainly 
mean to be more cautious than even to deny 
the possibility of a man’s living a whole year 


without food, no matter how improbable 
such a thing is. Iwill accept Dr. Tanner’s 


proposition, provided only that he will sub- 
mit to reasonable supervision. If he sue— 
ceeds, I will gladiv give a certificate to that 
effect. If he does not I will not cast any re- 
proach upon him. When the body is per- 
fectiv quiet and there is no waste of tissue, 
mere ex- 
istence 18 small, and under such 
circumstances a person can go a long time 
without food. Dr. Tanner dees not say 
whether or not bis proposition includes absti- 
nence from water. If it does, then I would 
be inclined to deny the possibility of its being 
successfully earried out. People have bivec 
without water ten or twelve days—not longer. 
Without food, in the ordinary acceptation of 
the word, they have lived much longer. You 


can publish me as saying that I will gladly 


accept Dr. Tanver’s proposition. He should 


come on here before the middle of 
January. 1 Wollld like to have 
the experiment tried at the Medical 


Cotiege of the University ef the City of New 
York. Wewillseethat Dr. Tanner is fur- 
nished with as comfortable apartments as he 
can desire. [ would like to have all the 
watchers ia the case selected from among the 
medical students. They will prove both pa- 
tient and vigilant, and under their manage- 
ment collusion of all kinds will be out of the 
question. A certificate of sueeess under cir- 
cumstances like those ought to be 
very desirable to Dr. anner. if 
he sincerelv believes he can fast for thirty 
days. And if he does succeed, we will gladly 
certify to the fact. The students will leave at 
the end of January, and thatis why I would 
like to have Dr. Tanner come before the mid- 
dle of the month. The reason 1 did not an- 
ewer Dr. Buchanan is because ] do not know 
him.’’ The reporter could not find Dr. 
Buchanan, his name being in neither the city 
nor the medical directory.

Bogus New York Brokers. 
[Washington Special to the New York World. | 
The Postmaster-Greneral has an order di- 

recting the Postmaster at New York City to 
refuse payment of postal money orders or de- 
livery of registered letters addressed to a num- 
ber of bogus ‘**vankers and brokers’’ who 
have advertised that they would buy and sell 
stocks to a slender amount on trifling margins. 
The Postmaster-General is satistied that the 
swindling operations of the persons conduct- 
ing these concerns have been enormously 
profitable at the expense of a prodigious num- 
ber of dupes in all parts ofthe country. It 
was easv to deceive them under forms of calls 
for margins. In obtaining the evidence upon 
which this order is based the special agents of 
the Post-Oftice Department have been assist- 
ed by the New Yerk Stock Exchange and some 
clever detectives employed bv it, and the 
case against tbe managers of the swindles is 
so conclusive that two of them have now made 
a reasonably clean breast of their connection. 
It appears from the evidence as set forth in 
the report of the department’s special agent, 
that a certain originator and principal pro- 
prietor of the business, conducted under 
ananv firm names, has drawn $12,500 per 
month, at an aggregate of $150,000 per year, 
between last March and Christmas.

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A Woman in Trousers.

Paris has just lost another of hercelebrities. 
Mile. Foucault, commonly called? La Femme 
en Cu/loties,’* has died at Clichy in the midst 
of her poor tenants. She was the daughter ofa 
Colonel and granddaughter of a General of the 
first Empire. In 1848 her father died and left 
her a penniless orphan. She tried all sorts of 
means to gain an honest hing, but failed till 
one day the idea struck her to assume male 
attire, and in that disguise she became a correc- 
tor for the press in the printing office of M. Du- 
pont. She remained there two years, when, 
her sex being discovered, she got notice to 
leave. She subsequently wrete in one or two 
small prints: then she beeame a concert hall 
singer and finally eopyist to Alexandre Dumas, 
the elder. n leaving the service of the great 
novelist she again found employment ina 
printing office, where she was able to save 
enough money te buy a small piece of ground 
at Clichy. Here she built aseries of small 
beuses, or rather huts, which she let out to 
ragpickers, and which are now known — 
Cite Foucault. Her feats of arms among her 
turbulent tenants have become legendary. She

than between Mr. Chambers and the 
man in the moon.

Bowman had kindly allowed Mr. Chambers 
to discount that $15,000 note and Mr. 
Chambers in turn pawned it with his 
brother-in-law in New York, who again 
turned it over toa New York bank as se- 
curity for a large debt of Mr. Chambers’.

is utterly worthless. 

If, for instance, a stranger finding a certifi- 
cate of membership in the Merchants’ Ex- 
change, the St. Louis or University Club, 
or the Law Library, should claim the privi- 
leges of these associations it would be no 
more preposterous than the claim of Mr. 
Chambers to own or sell our membership 
and franchise in the Associated Press. 
These briefly are the facts. There is not 
a reputable lawyer in the city who 
would not have told Mr Chambers 
in the outset that he had nothing to sell 
except, perhaps, an unprofitable law suit. 
The Post-Disratcu is owned by the writer 
of these lines, who does not owe one penny 
that he will not pay promptly and with 
great pleasure upon presentation. Noth- 
ing save a shattered mind can explain the 
idiotic performance of Mr. Chambers.

What a General Munici; al Elect 
1 the City. votion Costs 


Comparatively few people, excepting pon. 
ticians and office-holders, can form un estimate 
anything like correct of the cost to the city of 
electing municipal officers. The expenses in. 
cident to a general election never fall far short 
ot twenty thousand dollars. The city is diyjg. 
ed into twenty-eight wards, each containj,. 
polling places varying in number from two ¢, 
fifteen. There are in all 244 polling places; 


each requiring four judges aud two clerk. of 
election. The judges receive no remuneration 
tor the work, but the clerks each $3, making a4 
total expense for this of $1,464. The Mayor

PASSED AWAY. 
Lewis B. Beach Dies Peacefully at Sun- 
rise To-Day. 
— — 


Particulars of His Life and Death The Rec- 
ord of a Short but Useful Career. 


— — 


Lewis B. Beach, the Cireuit Attorney of the 
City ot St. Louis, died this morning at 
lifteen minutes atter 7 o’clock at 
his residence, 2120 Clark avenue. 
Illis death was not an unexpected one, for he 
has been lying in a precarious condition for 
months. Wasted by pain and with an incura- 
bie disease gnawing ut his vitals, it was a mer- 
cijul visit that Death made him as he was toss- 
ing upon a bed of suffering. 

For the last two months medical science in 
his case has been turned rather to alleviating 
tho constant pain under which he was wasting 
uway than in attempting acure which was im- 
possible. His sensibilities have been numbed 
by constant hypodermic injections of morphia 
during the last two months, and other drugs 


have been administered with the same inten- 
tion of CGeadening§ the dull suffering 
which he was called fſupon to undergo. A 


short time betore his death this morning he was 
unconscious, but for an hour he regained the 
full use of all his facultics. He was able to look 
his fate straight in the tace, and he told his 
weeping wife that he was about to depart from 


herund essay a better and brighter future. 
lie knew exactiy what was about to 


bappen to him and he recognized and, spoke 
to those about him. This state lasted nearly 
an hour, when he lapsed once more into un- 
consciousness and drited out into the dark- 
pess with justa longer sigh than usual to note 
the end ot a usetul and promising life. He suf- 
fered no fierce pang, none of the strong and 
hurd agony ol dissolution, but passed 
peacefully from lite into death as thougi sink- 
ing trom slumber into sleep, and those about 
him did not know that he had gone from umong 
them untilthey saw at last he was not breath- 
ing. 

The disease of which he died was a compli- 
cated one which bamMedthe utmost science of 


experts in medicine, and to-day 
Doctors Bauduyv, Lankford and Hodgen 
held 1 post mortem examination 


upon the remains, the results of which have 
not been announced. Preparations tor the fu- 
peral have been begun, but no time is yet fixed 
forthe event. It will probably be on sunday 
next. ;
